DECEASED REBEL PRISONERS. 

LIST OF REBEL PlUftONKRS W1IO HAVE DIED 
AT CAMl* DOl GLA8 81NCL MAY a, l-ol. 

Lists of i nion jirl.-vnicrs who have died in 
rid el prison-cumi* hate occasionally l>een pub- 
lished^ in Southern papers and eairerly copied 
nto Northern papcis for the information of all 
interested. An an het of reeiprocitv we publish 
herewith a list of rebel prisoners who have died 
at Camp Douglas, Chicago, since May 2, 
w h< n Geneial isweet, the present commandant 
of the post, entered upon his duties. A large 
proportim of the deceased were from Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, States where Union news- 
papers follow closely upon the heels of f'ederal 
bayonets. Their relatives arc scattered all over 
the North, especially in Southern Illinois. In- 
diana, and Ohio. For the benefit of them, and 
all concerned, we publi-h the lists. 

1 here are not lar from 12,000 prisoners now 
routined at ( amp Douglas, though the recent 
order f ir exchange, together with frequent 
eases where the oath of allcRiance is adminis- 
tered, is rapidly decreasing that nnmtier. 
Amnnp th -e held as prisoners there are 
representatives of every rebel State and every 
anil of the rebel service. Every Western battle 
Hi Id Is represented there, from Fort llonelson 
to Franklin aud Nashville. The prisoners are 
for the most pan fat and hearty. They are 
well ltd. well dothed, and have a suiJh-iency of 
fuel. Hospital accommodations are ample and 
perfect. Deceased prisoners are buried in the 
City Cemetery, where every grave is marked, 
while a record is kept of each interment, so 
that relatives can, without difficulty, find and 
remove me remains. 

The number ol deaths Finoe May 2d, last, is 
twelve hundred and eighty-five, a large record, 
considering the pt neral comfort and health of 
the prisoners, to he accounted for only by the 
savages of small-pox, which rioted there for a 
lew weeks.

Washington, Feb. II. 

In a prize ease before the United States Dis- 
trict Court, it was charged in a libel that a cer- 
tain vessel was forfeited by reason of having 
entered the port of Norfolk, iu violation of the 
regulations presented bv the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the 6eve:nl proclamations of the 
President. Her cargo was landed Lleeemlier, 
I'G.'I, and the seizure of the vessel was not made 
until the following June. During the interval 
the vessel made three or four innocent voyages. 
The turning point in the case vi as the question 
w hether the vessel made guilty by the langnaga 
of the admiralty law by the violation abovj 
mentioned, was purged by the innocence of sub- 
sequent vo' ages coupled with the delay of the 
Government in making the seizure. The court 
held tbe forfeiture as complete at the moment 
the cause of it arose, and this cause in the aet 
violating the law. Sentence of condemnation 
was accordingly pronounced. 

The House Committee on Elections have re- 
ported in favor of admitting Mr. Bouse tu to a 
seat, as representative from Louisiana, and have 
decided* W report in favor of admitting John- 
son and Jacks, as representatives from Ar- 
kansas.
